WASHINGTON 'AP) — Gen. 
Earle G. Wheeler says the ene­ 
my has destroyed or damaged 
S132.5 million in U.S. aircraft on 
the ground in Vietnam—a toll he 
contends could have been dras­ 
tically cut by use of shelters. 
Wheeler, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, told inquir­ 
ing senators that special protec­ 
tive shelters now proposed for 
European-based 
U.S. 
planes 
could have held these plane and 
helicopter losses in Vietnam to 
about $7 million. 
Tira 
Pentagon 
has 
decided 
against 
providing 
anything 
more 
than 
side-walled 
barri­ 
cades, with no roofs, for aircraft 
in Vietnam because the enemy 
doesn’t operate bombers over 
the South. 
Wheeler said the total cost of 
aircraft wiped out by hostile 
ground fire between Jan. I, 1964 
and Feb. 9, 1968 amounted to 
$94,033,000. 
This included 122 planes and 
helicopters destroyed by enemy 
mortars, recoilless rifles, satch­ 
el charges or small-arms fire, 
Wheeler said. 
In addition, 590 other planes 
and helicopters were damaged 
in 1966 and 1967, requiring $38.5 
million in repairs, he said. 
Wheeler 
also disclosed that 
during the major thrust of the 
Viet Cong’s Tet holiday offen­ 
sive last Jan. 29-Feb. I, U.S. air 
units suffered heavily. 
In an estimate drawn up dur­ 
ing the first week of February, 
he figured the enemy destroyed 
38 aircraft, including 15 planes 
and 23 helicopters, dealt major 
damage to 154 others—32 planes 
and 122 choppers—and caused 
minor damage to 198 craft—53 
planes and 145 helicopters.

year to spend about $17.3 mil­ 
lion on building 60 steel-and-con- 
crete aircraft shelters at NATO 
facilities in Europe.

with a score of other prelates, 
clergymen and lay people tak­ 
ing special roles. 
“We are no longer our own, 
but 
thine,”

assemblage 
vowed in reciting a covenant of 
their union. “Put us to what 
thou wilt . . . and the covenant 
which we have made on earth, 


let it be ratified in heaven.” 
In a sermon for the gathering, 
the Rev. Dr. Albert C. Outler of 
Dallas, 
a 
leading 
Methodist 
theologian, 
said, 
“We 
stand 
here on a threshold. A new hori­ 
zon looms ahead . . . 
“It is a day when doors are 
opened 
that 
heretofore 
were 
closed, when new possibilities of 
reformation and renewal are at 
hand.” 
Its establishment culminates 


six years of planning, and more 
than a century and a half of in­ 
termittent but previously unsuc­ 
cessful attempts to bring two 
kindred communions together. 
Uniting the 10.3-million-mem­ 
ber Methodist Church and the 
750.000-m e m b e r 
Evangelical 
United 
Brethren 
Church, 
the 
merger embraces more than ll 
million adult members and an­ 
other 1.8 million baptized chil­ 
dren in this country. 


“Let us march as one family, 
one community,” declared its 
joint corpvs of bishops in a key­ 
note message Monday night on 
the eve of the unification for­ 
malities.

WASHINGTON <AP» — Hopes 
appeared dim for renewed nego­ 
tiations anytime soon in the na­ 
tionwide strike of some 200,000 
telephone workers as union at­ 
torneys sought to upset an Ala­ 
bama court injunction against 
the walkout. 
“There’s nothing to report’’ 
on the prospect for new wage 
talks, a spokesman for the strik­ 
ing 
AFL-CIO 
Communications 
Workers said Monday. 
There has been no formal bar­ 
gaining since the strike began 
six days ago in some 40 states. 
Company 
spokesmen 
said 
telephone service—mostly auto­ 
mated—remained largely unaf­ 
fected by the strike. 
The Alabama injunction ap­ 
plied only to the approximately 
8,000 strikers in tha\ state but 
CW A 
President 
Joseph 
A. 
Beirne said the state court or­ 
der blocked any early possibili­ 
ty of settling the nationwide 
walkout. 
Ignore Injunction 
The Alabama strikers contin­ 
ued to ignore the injunction, is­ 
sued Saturday by Circuit Judge 
James A. Hare of Dallas coun­ 
ty, while union lawyers sought 
to have the case transferred to 
federal court in Mobile. 
The ease was placed on the 
docket of U.S. District Court 
there. 


A similar union legal strategy 
succeeded Monday in Kentucky, 
where

James 
Gordon voided a state injunction 
and 
said 
Southern 
Bell Tele­ 
phone Co. would have to seek 
some other remedy such as a 
suit for damages if it felt it had 
any valid complaint against the 
union. 
Southern Bell, which obtained 
both the Alabama and Kentucky 
state court orders, contended its 
employes were illegally refusing 
to cross the picket lines of tele­ 
phone installers.

Electric Co., a Bell subsidiary, 
and

Many Bell workers not direct­ 
ly on strike have refused to 
cross picket lines of the install­ 
ers in most states, including Al­ 
abama and Kentucky. 
The union has rejected a com­ 
pany offer to raise wages 7.5 
per cent over 18 months. Com­ 
pany officials said the unioo is 
demanding 10.5 per cent. 
Telephone installers now av­ 
erage $3.27 per hour and Bell 
System employes, including op­ 


erators, 
repairmen, 
linemen 
and clerks, average $2.79.

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SAIGON 'AP) — Another U.S. 
Air Force F ill fighter-bomber 
crashed Monday night while on 
its way to or from a bombing 
mission against North Vietnam, 
but the U.S. Command said it 
was believed down somewhere 
in Thailand. 
The command said it had no 
other information on the plane 
or its two crewmen. 
It was the third of America’s 
most 
advanced 
warplanes 
to 
crash in the Vietnam theater 
since 
six 
of 
the 
$6 
million, 
swing-wing aircraft arrived at 
an air base in Thailand March 
17. 
All In Thailand 
The second of the previous 
crashes was in northern Thai­ 
land on March 28; the crew was 
rescued and the wreckage re­ 
covered. That crash was attrib­ 
uted to a capsule of sealing 
material getting lodged in the 
flight controls. 
The first plane that crashed. 
on Mareh 25. is believed to have 
gone down in a remote section 
of Thailand also. 
Following the first two crash­ 
es, the other four F lllls were 
grounded 
until 
two 
replace­ 
ments were flown from Nevada. 
The squadron resumed combat 
missions against North Vietnam 
April 12 and have been bombing 
every night since then. 
A U.S. spokesman said the 
F ills flew four missions against 
I North 
Vietnam’s 
panhandle 
Monday night, but he would not 
say how many planes were on 
each mission. 
Battle Near Saigon 
In the ground war, South Viet­ 
namese 
infantry reported 
115 
Viet Cong killed in a battle 20 
miles south of Saigon Monday, 
but there was no sign of the ma­ 
jor enemy attack on the capital 
feared by the South Vietnamese. 
The South Vietnamese 
said 
troops of their 7th Infantry Divi­ 
sion fought for an hour with a 
Viet Cong unit of unknown size 
in 
the 
Mekong 
Delta. 
Seven 
South Vietnamese were report­ 
ed killed and 47 wounded. 
Enemy gunners also shelled 
installations more than 40 miles 
south and east of Saigon today, 
but close to the city there was 
no 
evidence 
of 
activity 
that 
might signal the big offensive 
anticipated by the South Viet­ 
namese command. 
Alert For Attack 
Government forces in the cap­ 
ital and in neighboring prov­ 
inces were put on full alert Mon­ 
day after a North Vietnamese 
defector 
said 
the 
Communist 
command planned an enemy at­ 
tack with all the punch of the 
Tet offensive in February. 
Elsewhere in the war: 
Three American paratroopers 
were killed and 22 were wound- 
led 
Monday 
night 
when 
four 
1105mm howitzer rounds fired by 
a U.S. artillery unit fell short, 
U.S. headquarters said. The ar­ 
tillery was firing in support of a 
paratroop unit near Phuc Binh, 
29 miles northeast of Saigon. 
Raid West Of Hue 
U.S. B52 bombers continued 
their 
relentless 
pounding 
of 
North Vietnamese positions in 
the A Shau Valley west of Hue. 
The giant bombers made five 
more raids there Monday after­ 
noon and a saxth this morning. 
The A Shau Valley, stretching 
along the Laotian border 370 
miles north of Saigon, has been 
hammered 
daily 
in 
recent 
weeks by the B52s in one of the 
most 
intense 
bombing 
cam­ 
paigns of the war. Such bomb­ 


ings in the past have been a 
prelude to allied ground offen­ 
sives. 
The valley, one of the termi­ 
nals of the Ho Chi Minh Trail, 
has long been a major infiltra­ 
tion route for the North Viet­ 
namese. 
In the air war against North

fighter- 


bombers hit enemy gun posi­ 
tions, truck convoys, railroads 
and other targets south of the 
19th Parallel Monday. 
The U.S. Command said the 
deepest penetration of the day 
was an attack on railroad instal­ 
lations about three miles south 
of the limit set by President 
Johnson. 


House Rallying 
Supporters For 
Fair Housing Bill 


LANSING (API — House Re­ 
publicans will be asked today to 
stick together at least in helping 
beat down major amendments 
to the Senate-passed open occu­ 
pancy bill. 
Hoping to help boost the con­ 
troversial measure over the rest 
of the hurdles between it and 
Gov. 
George 
Romney’s 
desk, 
GOP majority leaders in the 
House tentatively plan to pass 
the Senate version of the mea­ 
sure without important changes. 
To accomplish that, they will 
ask COP rank and filers at a 
caucus this afternoon to vote 
solidly in opposition to any sub­ 
stantive 
amendments 
offered 
from the chamber’s floor. 
Lack Timetable 
Lawmakers, 
who 
returned 
Monday after a week’s vacation, 
said a timetable for House ac­ 
tion on the much-debated mea­ 
sure still has not been set. 
Romney, a firm backer of the 
housing bill, is understood to 
want to see favorable House ac­ 
tion on it as soon as possible. 
As passed by the Senate April 
4 after five days of floor de­ 
bate, the measure outlaws dis­ 
crimination based on race, reli­ 
gion, color or national origin in 
most real estate transactions. 
The State Civil Rights Com- 
misssion based on race, religion, 
color or national origin in most 
real estate tranactions. 
The State Civil Rights Com­ 
mission would be empowered to 
enforce the proposed law, su b ­ 
ject to appeals to the courts, 


and could fine professional per­ 
sons such as realtors up to $1,- 
000 for a first violation and up 
to $2,000 for each repeat offense. 
An 
individual who discrimi­ 
nated would be liable for eco­ 
nomic damages up to $500 suf­ 
fered by the bias victim. 
Some House members were 
understood to be insisting that 
the 
commission 
be 
removed 
from the housing discrimination 
picture altogether, with all such 
bias complaints being taken di­ 
rectly to court. That proposal 
was offered in the Senate early 
this 
month, 
but 
was 
beaten 
down. 
Long House Debate 
The House debated a similar 
housing bill at great length last 
winter before defeating it 47-55. 
But there have been three im­ 
portant 
developments 
since 
then, including: 
—The Senate’s approval of the 
bill. 
—Passage by Congress of a 
Federal Civil Rights Act which 
includes provisions dealing with 
discrimination in housing trans­ 
actions. 
—A ruling by the Michigan 
Supreme Court April I that the 
Civil Rights Commission, under 
the State Constitution, already 
has the authority to enjoin bias 
A few lawmakers also believe 
that the shocked and sympathet­ 
ic reaction on the part of many 
whites to the murder rn Mem­ 
phis of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. may boost support for the 
bill. 


Nearer 297,000 


Calls For '69 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Draft 
chief Lewis B. Hershey has told 
Congress he estimates the 1969 
draft call could exceed by as 
much as 100,000 men the 240,000 
the Pentagon is asking. 
And at the least, the Selective 
Service Director indicated, tile 
draft call—should the Vietnam 
war continue—will probably be 
closer to 297,000 than to 240,000 
next year. 
In testimony given to a House 
Appropriations 
subcommittee 
Feb. 23 and released Monday, 
Hershey noted that for this year 
the Pentagon orginally asked 
for induction of 285,000 men. 
The niunber actually to be 
taken this year now stands at 
345.000 and, “Therefore, when I 
get 240,000 in my figures, it will 
take another 100.000,” said Her­ 
shey, adding: 
“ lf the war gets over, every­ 
thing is gone. But if the war 
doesn’t get over, I have to think 
of the worst, because the best I 
can always live with.” 
Hershey 
also 
related 
the 
240.000 Pentagon figure to the 
297.000 actually inducted in 1967. 
He explained the 1967 figure 
was 
more 
pertinent 
to 
1969 
needs than were figures for 1968 
since men are inducted for two- 
year terms. 
The D e f e n s e Department 
meanwhile called Monday for 
drafting of 29,500 men in June 
and at the sam e time boosted its 
May manpower summons 1,900 
to a total 45,900—with the addi­ 
tional men designated for the 
Marine Corps. 
The men inducted in June are 
all to go to the Army. 
The June call, second lowest 
of the year, reflects the normal 
summer draft dip caused by in­ 
creased enlistments—most just- 
graduated high school students.

“If the answer is yes,” he 
said, “we lay the basis for con­ 
tinued peaceful adjustment of 
our difficulties, If the answer is 
no, it could be an invitation to

Young, a Negro, is a chief 
proponent of the proposed state­ 
wide measure to outlaw dis­ 
crimination in most rwal estate 
transactions.

the Senate April 4. It awaits 
House consideration. 
House Minority Leader W illis 
am A. Ryan, D-Detroit, told the 
students, all white, to “sell the 
people” the idea of open hous­ 
ing.

liness in man, was lost. 
The fault was not that of 
Shaw nor the actors, nor the 
technicians who produced the 
musical but it was the irony of 
circumstance. “My Fair Lady” 
is so well known that the au­ 
dience never reacted to the 
theme of the play, but waited 
for the inevitable song or line 
that they knew was coming. I 
am 
sure that 
Shakespearean 
companies face the same prob­ 
lem when they perform for an 
audience composed entirely of 
English teachers. 
After disposing of tile play 
we must return to the produc­ 
tion, which was well done by 
any standard. The candidate for 
audience favorite must, by all 
odds, be Ken Thompson, who 
played the role of Alfred P. 
Doolittle. 
His 
booming voice 
was a natural for the part and 
he threw himself into it as a 
sort of Cockney W. C. Fields. 
His “With a Little Bit of Luck” 
was the highlight of the eve­ 
ning. 
Richard Hanson does not 
possess a melodiouss voice but 
it is sturdy and wears well in 
a musical comedy.

Curbing Pollution 


Gov. George Romney has recommended a $435 mil­ 
lion bonding proposal to finance water pollution control 
and conservation programs in Michigan. Of the total 
$335 million would be earmarked for pollution cont.ro 
and $100 million for conservation projects involving 
fisheries, wildlife and parks. 
The total package represents a staggering sum. But 
Gov. Romney and those supporting the proposal do not 
believe it is exorbitant in the light of what is at stake. 
Water pollution, particularly, has reached crisis 
proportions. This, of course, is much more evident in 
tile Lower Peninsula than here in the Upper Peninsula, 
but even this lovely land above the Straits is not with­ 
out its problems of water pollution. 
*

* 
Lake Erie already has been wrttten off as a “dead” 
lake, and a Great T>akes research conference was told 
recently that I .ake Michigan is dying. Conservationists 
warn that, unless vast programs are undertaken now, 
the Great Lakes will become huge sewers, with Lake 
Michigan destined to be turned into a huge container for 
human and industiial wastes. Tf this havens t" Lake 
Michigan, certainly Lake Superior also will onn 
y be 
similarly despoiled. 
Even Gov. Romney’s recommendations, if executed, 
would not be sufficient to solve the problem iii Lake 
Michigan. But it would be a start toward a ‘mal of bridg­ 
ing water pollution under control in Michigan by 1980. 
it

Although Lt. Gov. William Milliken told a rally of 
conservation groups in Lansing last month that “it 
won’t be an easy job to sell the Legislature,” both houses 
were so impressed by the urgency of the situation that 
they mustered the necessary two-thirds majority to 
pass the bill for the $335 million bond issue for pollu­ 
tion abatement. 
Naturally, there is no question but what Gov. Rom­ 
ney will sign the bill. Tin's will only clear the way for 
putting the issue on the November election ballot, how­ 
ever. A majority vote of the people then will be required 
to authorize issuance of the bonds. 
* 
* 
* 
Commenting on the Governor's proposal, the Grand 
Rapids Press said: “Several points in t h i s proposal 
should be emphasized. One is that every dollar would 
go for capital improvements. No part of the money would 
be used for operating costs. 
“Another is that no new taxes would be needed to 
retire the bonds. Money now being used from the state’s 
general fund to retire other bonds soon will be available 
to retire the new’ bonds. 
“A third point is that actual needs have been esti­ 
mated to cost $1,600 million. Tile Governor's program, 
therefore, won’t cover a third of what should be done; 
but it will represent an important start and probably 
will save the state from having to spend much more 
than $1,600 million later on.’’ 
Meanwhile, however, a further problem has arisen 
in connection with the proposal. This is the form of a 
proposed amendment to the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act, winch could sabotage Michigan’s ambitious 
planning to curb water pollution.

Loring F. Oeming. head of the Water Resources 
Division of the Michigan Conservation Department, says 
the amendment would be a serious setback to Gov. Rom­ 
ney’s program for clean water. He outlined these major 
objections to the proposed federal legislation: 
1. The federal government proposes to forbid pre­ 
financing, whereby the state would advance funds for 
clean water projects before federal money was available 
and would make up the difference upon receipt of grants 
from Washington. 
2. The federal government proposes that bond is­ 
sues have to be taxable revenue bonds. In many cases, 
this would force an interest rate higher than state 
statutes allow’ and would cripple financing efforts. 
* 
* 
* 
3. The federal government proposes to restrict aid 
trt so-called “standard metropolitan statistical areas.” 
Translated, this little bit of federalese means only major 
metropolitan areas would qualify. Only IO such areas 
are so classified in Michigan. They lie in only 14 of the 
state’s 83 counties. Of the 336 pollution control projects 
needed in the state, 229 would be excluded from federal 
assistance. 
What we have here is a state trying earnestly to at­ 
tack its water pollution problems — only to find itself 
confronted by roadblocks thrown up by the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
Certainly both the state and the federal govern­ 
ments are working toward the same objective — con­ 
trol of pollution. Shape up, Washington!

New Measurement 


The highways maps say that ifs 50 miles from Es­ 
canaba to Menominee. In terms of modem transporta­ 
tion that’s one hour of surface travel or 20 minutes by 
air. 
But as the Post Office reckons things, Escanaba is 
one day’s travel from Menominee. That’s the way it 
works out. Associated Press pictures mailed from Chi­ 
cago one day reach Menominee for second day publica­ 
tion and reach Escanaba for third day publication. It 
didn’t used to be that way when the trains carried the 
mails, but now that we’ve got air mail, the process has 
been scrambled. You can get a letter to london or New 
Delhi quickly, but it takes an extra day to get a picture 
packet from Menominee to Escanaba.

River, too. The mail posted there for Escanaba goes to 
Iron Mountain to be delayed enroute and then comes 
back to Bark River and

Canadians Vote 
On Ford Contract 


Residents of Michigan paid a 
41-cent ‘’premium” in taxes for 
each dollar they 
received 
in 
federal grants-in-aid last year. 
Tax Foundation, Inc., said to­ 
day. 
The private research organi­ 
zation said Michigan paid $1.41 
in taxes for each SI received in 
aid. This was I cent more than 
was paid in 1966. when the ratio 
was $1.40 paid in taxes for each 
aid dollar obtained from Uncle 
Sam. 
Application of a Foundation 
formula to the $15 billion in to­ 
tal federal grants-in-aid for 1967 
showa Michigan paying $703 mil­ 
lion in taxes for aid programs 
and getting back $498 million. In 
fiscal 1966. the state paid $585 
million and received $419 mil­ 
lion in grants. These estimates 
cover only Federal grants to 
state and local government and 
not direct federal spending for 
goods and services in the state. 
Jersey Led 
New' Jersey, paying $1.70 in 
taxes for each $1 received in aid 
last year, led the 
18 
states 
which paid more than they re­ 
ceived. Alaska, paying 21 cents 
for each dollar of federal grants. 
was lowest among the 31 states 
that paid less than one dollar 
for each dollar in aid. Missouri 
broke even, paying $1 in taxes 
for $1 in aid, said the Founda­ 
tion. 
The Foundation’s formula re­ 
flects the actual tax burden on 
taxpayers rather than federal 
taxes collected sn the state. For 
example, federal cigarette taxes, 
collected mainly in a few tobac­ 
co-producing states are. by the 
formula, allocated among ail the 
states on the basis of cigarette 
consumption by state. 
These estimates do not in­ 
clude the cost of administering 
the grant programs, such as sal­ 
aries, expenses, travel, etc. Fed­ 
eral 
administrative costs, ac­ 
cording to a federal budget an­ 
alysis. ranged recently from 0.2 
per cent for public assistance 
programs to 4 per cent far public 
housing programs. 
State Matching Funds 
The cost is also raised, said 
the Foundation, by “matching” 
funds the state must provide. In 
fiscal 
1969. 
state “ matching” 
funds will rise to about S9 bil­ 
lion, some $4 billion more than 
in fiscal 1966. 
Spending for federal giants- 


m-aid is expected to increase by 
nearly $2 billion over 1968 and 
reach $20 billion in fiscal 1969. 
This is more than three times the 
cost ten years ago, 
said 
the 
Foundation. 
Nearly half of program costs 
is for health, labor and welfare 
functions; in fiscal 1969, the De­ 
partment of Health. Education 
and Welfare will spend about 
$9.4 billion through its grant pro­ 
grams. 
The 
Department 
of 
Transportation will spend $4.4 
billion: the Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development, $1.7 
billion, and the Department of 


Agriculture. $1.3 billion. 
The fastest-growing grant pro­ 
grams, the Foundation pointed 
out. are for the war on poverty. 
Between 1965 and 1969. grants 
administered by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity will show 
an increase of $1.3 billion, and 
those for the new' elementary 
and secondary education 
pro­ 
grams to aid children in low- 
income families will rise $1.4 
billion. Total aids for metropoli­ 
tan or urban areas, according to 
a budget analysis, will have ris­ 
en nearly 205 per cent from 1961 
to 1969.
